Floyd Young Declares Smudge 


Evil One of Heater Regulation 


Not some new type of heater not yet 


invented, but a determined regulation of the 
best type of heaters now in use, together 
with the absolute prohibition of the use of 
open pots, garbage pails, etc., is the solution 
of the smudge evil, declares Floyd D. Young 
of the tl. S. department of agriculture 
weather bureau, in answer to a request for 
a statement by the Covina Argus. 


Mr. Young, as senior meteorologist, who 


broadcasts weather reports each night over 
KNX, is generally accredited with being the 
foremost authority, both from the scientific 
and the practical, on the problem of orchard 
heating. In his communication to the Argus 
he says: 


"I feel very strongly that the worst types 


of so-called orchard heaters, such as gar- 
bage pails, short-stack heaters, should be 
prohibited by law, which should be strictly 
enforced, but since most heaters of this type 
are now located in counties other than Los 
Angeles county, it will be necessary to ob- 
tain some action in these outside counties. 
Much of the smoke which drifts down thru 
the western portions of the great valley of 
southern California comes from orchard 
heating in San Bernardino county, where 
most of the worst types of heaters are 
burned. 


"If these worst types of heaters are elim- 


inated, the problem will then become one 
of getting the growers to keep their orchard 


heaters clean, and this appears to me to be 
an almost insurmountable problem. 
The 


better types of heaters now in use will burn 
with so little smoke if they are kept reason- 
ably clean that I feel very strongly the 
smoke nuisance would be almost entirely 
abated if they were used exclusively, and 
kept free from soot. 


"I do not believe that any agency, no 


matter how well provided with funds, could 
improve very greatly on the efficiency of 
the better types of orchard heaters now in 
use, unless the new heater which might be 
developed could be kept clean. In other 
words, I doubt if the best type of heater 
that can be developed can be depended upon 
to burn with a minimum of smoke without 
the growers' cooperation in the handling of 
the firing. Even the best of the pipe-line 
heaters, which will burn with practically no 
smoke whatever when properly handled, 
give off vast quantities of smoke when not 
properly handled. 


"To sum the matter up, I do not believe 


the problem is one of developing a better 
type of heater, but a matter of getting the 
growers to clean and regulate the heater in 
such a manner as to reduce the smoke out- 
put to the absolute minimum. I have burn- 
ed heaters myself under nearly every sort 
of temperature and atmospheric condition, 
and I have satisfied myself that the better 
types of heaters can be burned without any 
objectionable smoke output whatever."

Democracy to 
Continue, Says 
Forum Speaker 


"There is little danger that the 


American people will give up demo- 
cracy in favor of fascism or com- 
munism," declared Dr. W. H. Burton 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia in a lecture entitled "Demo- 
cracy As a Way of Life," given in 
the high school 
auditorium 
last 


Monday evening in the forum series. 


"It is necessary," said Dr. Burton, 


"to understand as a fundamental 
difference between democracy and 
other forms of government 
that 


democracy is based on a political 
philosophy, while communism and 
fascism 
are 
based 
on economic 


theory. Only in recent years have 
we begun to extend democracy into 
the fields of economic security." 


The speaker gave excellent exam- 


ples of the success of democracy in 
the United States and the Scandi- 
navian countries, pointing to class 
distinctions as a contributing factor 
to democracy's breakdown in some 
other countries. Because of the av- 
erage American's love for liberty 
and hatred of class distinctions, he 
believes democracy could not easily 
be supplanted by either fascism or 
communism. Such political aspects 
as the secret vote, the equality be- 
fore a bar of justice, trial by jury 
the right of habeus corpus, the ini- 
tiative, referendum, and recall, wil. 
not be easily taken from us after 
our hundred and fifty years of dem- 
ocracy.

An impervious, frozen 
surface, and rain instead of snow, caused the 
flood.

not caused by any act of man.

' Just why it is that metropolitan newspapers 
must make a horror and a disaster out of 
every somewhat exceptional act of nature is 
a baffling study in newspaper psychology. 
Even the best newspapers we have on the 
Pacific coast continuously overplay the tragic 
and minimize the beneficial in every variation 
of weather. 


The idea that news must be bad news in 


order to be interesting has some basis in fact. 
Normal people and normal news are not es- 
pecially stimulating, but is it a fact that all 
of us desire to be stimulated, to be made 
drunken by fear from what we read, or do we 
want factual accounts, telling us unwelcome 
things, but also giving us the beneficial with 
the bad? 


Heavy rains of the past week, as an exam- 


ple, have been of incalculable value to the 
state and especially to southern California. 
We are greatly blessed so far this year by an 
abundant rainfall. It is filling up the under- 
ground reservoirs, replenishing on a scale 
that will be of benefit for several years. 


Yet, because the storms washed out a few 


bridges, which can be repaired in a few days, 
the accounts of it reek with disaster, and an 
attempt is made to count the loss in stagger- 
ing millions. A bridge, or a piece of road, can 
be repaired easily. We can'.t find a substitute 
for rainfall. We must have it or the country 
soon becomes an uninhabitable desert. 


To read the blazing, flaring headlines one 


would think we had something to mourn 
about, whereas we have suffered a few small 
inconveniences which add a little zest to life 
rather than something that grips the heart 
with terror. 


Speaking honestly, after a lifetime spent in 


all kinds of newspaper work in all parts of the 
country, this writer can see no reason why 
the newspapers should be constantly a med- 
ium shouting battle, murder and sudden 
death. Tragedy is news, but two-thirds of the 
tragedy in newspapers never happens. 


We wonder if much of the neuresthenia, 


tendency to despondent outlook on life isn't 
due to this endless outpouring of disaster in 
the newspapers. A reader can't take these 
big newspapers seriously, and remain sane. 
Result is that people have come to read them 
apathetically, fed up with overplayed dis- 
aster. The world is filled with fine things, 
seemingly not known to the modern metro- 
politan newspaper.

ADEQUATE PROTECTION FOR 


COVINA VALLEY DISTRICT 


By J. L. MATTHEWS

After a short ride over highways in Covina city and 


valley last Sunday, I was assured with my own eyes that 
this part of the San Gabriel valley is better protected 
from floods than any other section in the east end of the 
county. 


Rain of last Saturday reached almost torrential propor- 


tions for several hours, following a night of steady preci- 
pitation. Washes on the north, the east, west and south, 
which have been a menace to the Covina area in years 
gone by were completely controlled by the dams in the 
canyons, and by steady improvement in rip-rap work, pil- 
ings, and channel straightening in progress for years on 
these washes. A government engineer told me years ago 
that Covina city was the most vulnerable place in the en- 
tire valley from the standpoint of floods. He urged the 
erection of the dams we have at the present time. The 
county flood control district early recognized that this was 
a fact, and that great damage, even some loss of life, might 
be the result unless there was adequate protection. A few 
days ago I received a communication from that same en- 
gineer, stating that he had made a survey of the east end 
of the county, and said that the protection provided by the 
dams and other work had removed all flood menace from 
this area. The recent heavy storm bears out his statement. 


It has been a long and gradual process that has brought 


about this protection—the erection of San Dimas dam, one 
of the first to be finished; the Big Dalton dam, the Pud- 
dingstone reservoir—all of which serve to keep back the 
peak of floods that come from the mountain regions, allow- 
ing the valley water to get out of the way before water 
from these dams is released. We are in a position where 
we can be congratulated insofar as our position in relation 
to floods is concerned.

Motion for a new trial in the case of Frank G. Winans, for- 


mer executive in charge of the First National bank of Baldwin 
Park, was thJs week denied in federal court, following his con- 
viction on fourteen counts for violation of federal banking laws. 
Time for sentence was set for this coming Monday morning, 
when he faces a possible sentence of 70 years in prison and a 
fine of $70,000. 
< 


Because of numerous continuances 


and delays caused by an overflow- 
ing calendar in federal courts, the 
case had failed to come to trial for 
five years. Many similar cases were 
on the docket, growing out of the 
1923 financial debacle thruout the 
country, and Winans was out on bail, 
while others waiting trial were held 
in jail. Those not being able to fur- 
nish bail were given precedence on 
the trial calendar. 


Trial for the government was con- 


ducted by Deputy William J. Hall, 


; and Winans was represented by At- 


; toi-ney Nathan Newby. The story of 
: the wrecking of the Baldwin Park 
' bank is one of the most interesting, 


j as well as tragic episodes in the

State Planning 
Spadra Colony 
Improvements 


Extensive alterations and the con- 


struction of new buildings will begin 
a. Pacific Colony, in the hills be- 
tween Covina and Spadra, the first 
fo July, in the event that the state 
legislature approves an expenditure 
for near a million dollars, it was re- 
vealed this week thru State Archi- 
tect George B. McDougal. 


Improvements as outlined include 


five ward buildings, each to accom- 
modate 80 persons, with furnishings 
at a cost of $400,000, and two custo- 
dial buildings for defective delin- 
quents, capacity 100 each, costing 
$260,000. 


Development of adequate water 


supply, at a cost of $200,000; trades 
building, $10,000; morgue, chapel and 
autopsy room, $10,000; administra- 
tion building addition, $20,000; a 25- 
bed isolation building, $30,000; and 
a new boiler plant and added heat- 
ing equipment, $18,000, are planned. 
Included also in the new list are a 
new ice plant, two physicians' cot- 
tages, and ground improvements. 


These six counts were dependent 


on the government's proof that the 
obligations to the bank under the 
loans made to fictitious names were 
in reality obligations of Mr. Winans 
personally. Inasmuch as he did not 
report them as his obligations, he 
was found guilty of making false re- 
ports on each of the six counts, 
corresponding to counts three to 
eight in the first indictment listed 
above. 


LOCAL TESTIMONY 


Testimony of several local people 


was taken to show how Mr. Winans 
had exchanged notes, securities and 
juggled accounts to hide his acts. 
Louis Lochridge and Harold Harold- 
son testified to these matters. 


Walter Schroeter, whose signature 


appeared on the notes of the Bald- 
win Park Finance and Investment 
company, testified that monies re- 
ceived by him on the notes which 
he signed had been returned to Mr. 
Winans. The prosecution contended 
that he had used these monies for

H. A. Miller, director of the bank

Winans, testified that the loans made 
by Winans to fictitious persons were 
never approved by the board of di- 
rectors. The books of the bank cor- 
poration were also produced in sup- 
port of this contention. While ap- 


but the amount is comparatively 
negligible — about five or six miles 
out of 1200 miles of coast-line. There 
is no known pool comparable to that 
at Huntington Beach. 


There arc nearly 100 wells at pres- 


ent known to have either intention- 
ally or unintentionally trespassed in- 
to the tideland oil pool and are now 
producing oil and gas from the tide 
and submerged lands belonging to 
the state. Most of the slant drilling 
is known to have been intentional. 
The owners of some of these wells 
have settled with the state. Others 
have not, including the Standard Oil 
company, which has owned or con- 
trolled the littoral land (the land 
running down to high water mark 
and bordering the tideland pool) 
for many years.

Competent oil men all agree that 


wells located in the- tideland and 
directly over the valuable pool 
would remove a much larger per- 
centage of oil at less cost than drill- 
ing slant holes from the upland. 
And should the state attempt to con- 
demn drill sites on the upland and 
itself go into the oil business a very 
serious legal question will undoubt- 
edly be raised over the right of the 
state to condemn private property 
for such purpose. 
Most lawyers 


agree that it can't be done and in 
any event the matter would inevit- 
ably be tied up in litigation for a 
long tune. 


As far as pollution of the water is 


concerned, able oil men agree thai 
with modern methods which coulc 
now be used this danger is practi- 
cally nil. Oil tankers dumping oily 
bilge water up and down our coast 
are already doing plenty of damage 
in this respect. Taken by and large 
it would seem that tideland drilling 
by private operators upon a compe- 
titive basis with the highest possible 
return to the state, probably no 
less than 30 to 40 per cent, would 
be the most practical solution to th< 
Huntington Beach situation. If such 
a plan is adopted it should apply 
strictly to the Huntington Beach oi 
pool, which does present a peculia:

Thruout the trial Mr. Winans 


maintained that loans were made for 
legitimate purposes. He claimed that 
the loans made to Mr. Herod, a fic- 
titious person, were really made to 
prevent the financial collapse of 
Claude Heckert, to whom about 
$1500 had been loaned by the bank. 
Mr. Heckert was found dead under 
his car in the wash several years 
ago. 
He also said he had driven 


east in an attempt to find Mrs. P. C. 
Hadley to testify on his behalf, but 
had been unable to locate her. 


It was also shown in the trial that 


Mr. Winans had taken money from 
inactive accounts, such as savings 
which had not been withdrawn over 


period of years. He had drawn 


I forged checks on these accounts, tak- 
ing the money for himself, accord- 
ing to the government's witnesses. 
It was also claimed that he took in- 
surance monies belonging to Mrs. 
W. H. Bravender. 


PURCHASED CONTROL 


Mr. Winans first came to Baldwin 


Park with Robert Whitcomb in the 
summer of 1929. 
Together they 


bought the controlling interest in 
the Baldwin Park Savings bank and 
the First National bank of Baldwin 
Park from a group of local men who 
had controlled the banks after Ira 
Pontius left a year before. 


Mr. Winans and Mr. Whitcomb 


took over active management of the 
institutions, and continued to oper- 
ate them until Mr. Whitcomb left in 
the fall of 1930. Mr. Winans secur- 
ed a power of attorney from Whit- 
comb and controlled more than 50 
per cent of the stock himself. It is 
reported that Mr. Whitcomb is now 
in South America. 


Mr. Winans continued in active 


control of the banks until May 16,. 
1932. 
At that time a report of the 


bank examiner resulted in Winans' 
dismissal by vote of the board of di- 
rectors. H. A. Miller replaced him 
as president of both banks until 
they were closed in the fall of the 
same year. 


In addition to the evidence brought 


out at the trial, it was shown that 
Mr. Winans had claimed ownership 
of a large apartment homuse in New 
York city, which, upon investigation, 
turned out to be a livery stable, not 
even the property of Mr. Winans.

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FLOODS WE HAVE KNOWN 


IN COVINA VALLEY HISTORY 


By AN OLD-TIMER 
(From the Argus Files) 


Heavy rainfall during the past weekend not only brought 


miniature floods in the streets, but a flood of reminiscence, with 
old-timers groping for dates of other floods, oftentimes without 
success. Many could remember the year of a big flood but 
couldn't remember the month. 


Each flood is different in its re-* 


suiting damage. Amount of the rain- 
fall does not indicate whether dam- 
age has been done. Some of the 
heaviestSrains that have been experi- 
enced came at times when the 
ground could absorb an almost un- 
limited quantity for a time, there- 
fore there was little run-off. At 
other times a lesser rainfall came at 
a time when the ground was thor- 
oughly saturated, and there .was 
consequently a heavy run-off. A 
heavy snow-pack in the mountains 
may mean plenty of water late in 
the year if the weather remains cold 
at high altitudes, but if a warm spell 
comes in the mountains it may mean 
rain in the mountains and a tremen- 
dous run-off from the valley washes. 
It is all governed by temperatures. 


FATHER OF FLOODS 


In March, 1884, according to the 


records of the U. S. department of 
agriculture and the weather bureau, 
a flood inundated southern Califor- 
nia which was caused by Jong and 
excessive rainfall. The ground had 
not received any rain whatever until 
the latter part of January. Between 
February 6 and 27, it rained 38 


; inches, and between March 9 and 
i 14 it rained 11 inches. It was this 
'last 11 inches that remained on top 
|of the ground, and the San Gabriel 
^valley from be!w what is now the 


lolt avenue highway was a contin- 


Quous lake to the San Jose hills south 


Puente and including the settle - 


tients of Walnut and the Rowland 
ranch. The valley was very sparsely 


^"settled at that time, but thousands 


cattle and sheep drowned, as 


jtfaown by the records of the Row- 
i land and Terrible ranches. No trains 


•ossed the valley for six weeks. The 
lley was completely isolated from 


rest of the state, 
the flood of February, 1880, the 
lads lost all of their principal 
;es, and no trains were operated 
two weeks on the Santa Fe or 


luthern Pacific. There was very 


.eavy damage to county bridges and 
roads, especially over the washes 


CANYONS NOW BARRED 


It will be noted from a study of 


these floods that damage has come 
when heavy rains come following a 
period of succeeding rains that have 
soaked up the ground, to which is 
added the peak floods from the riv- 
ers and washes. The reason why 
floods of the dimensions of the past 
are no longer feared is because the 
principal canyon streams are now 
blocked by flood control dams. All 
canyons that discharge across Co- 
vina valley are now under control, 
allowing the valley water to get out 
of the way before canyon water is 
released. 


Argus files of ten years ago (Feb- 


ruary 18, 1927) chronicle a storm at 
that time which brought 10.39 inches 
and a season's fall to that date of 
18.47. It was not a disastrous flood 
year, however. The rainfall of ten 
years ago is just about comparable 
with the present season, with ex- 
ceptionally-good rainfall, and com- 
paratively little run-off. 


Pastor Makes Good

In this issue of the Argus appears 


the ad of the Baldwin Park Hand 
laundry, operated by Rev. Henry A. 
Smith, and back of the ad is a story 
of perseverance that is outstanding 
in tl ' se days when .so many men 
have given up with the .complaint 
that "the depression got me." 


For eight years Rev. Smith was 


pastor of the Pentecostal church at 
Baldwin Park, and just when busi- 
ness conditions were at their worst, 
he suffered a nervous breakdown 
and had to give up his pastorate. 
When he had partially recovered he 
was unable to find any work, and 
not being willing to accept charity 
or go on the dole he began doing 
laundry work in his home. From 
this he has developed a business 
that is drawing trade from all parts 
of the valley.

ALL-DAY DOWNPOUR 


On November 26, 1900, the heav- 


iest single rain in the history of the 
state was experienced, when it rain- 
ed for eight hours at a rate that is 
popularly called a cloudburst. From 
9 a.m. to 11 p. .m.the precipitation 
was 9.34 inches. Covina business 
houses had cellars rilled to the brim 
During the height of the rain al! 
streets were impassable. 
Business 


men, clerks and frightened custom- 
ers were kept marooned in store 
buildings. All bridges again wen- 
down stream or lost their ap- 
proaches. 


New Year's day of 1910, the rai 


bridges were again washed out. The 
Santa Fe bridge over the San Ga 


V briel river at Azusa went down 


\'tream, and the new concrete bridge 
\\the Pacific Electric was badly 


a&rhaged. During this storm the Salt 
Lake railroad lost 37 miles of track 
in Nevada, costing ten million dol- 
lars to replace it. 


MOST COSTLY STORM 


Probably the most costly storm in 


the history of Los Angeles county 
was the flood which reached its peak 
on February 10, 1914. It was more 
costly because the whole of south- 
ern California had become quite 
thickly populated and improved, al- 
though the rainfall was not as great 
as in 1884. This storm caused a mil- 
lion dollar damage to the citrus and 
walnut groves in the Covina and 
West Covina area alone. The acre- 
age along the Walnut wash on the 
south of Covina on both sides for 
miles was inundated to a depth of 
five to seven feet, as shown after the 
storm by the piles of tules and weeds 
clinging to the young walnut tree- 
trunks. Two were drowned on the 
edge of the Walnut wash. They were 
Miss Sue Beville and her cousin 
Harold Seitz. They left their little 
cottage at the height of the storm 
and attempted to wade to Lark Ellen

Representing a real boon to Los 


Angeles county indigents who suf- 
er from chronic ailments, Rancho 
ios Amigos, near Hondo, originally 
lesigned as a home for the aged, has 
undergone transformation and is to- 
day a haven offering medical care 
and nursing for the chronic sick. 


Superintendent William R. Har- 


'iman announced this week that pa- 
.ients in the institution's infirmary 
ward number 1133, an increase of 
99 during the past month, and ex- 
plained that fifteen years ago the 
Rancho housed only five such pa- 
tients. 


The change, according to Harri- 


man, has come about because of the 
fact that nursing and medical earo 
can be given the chronic sick at 
Rancho Los Amigos at a cost of 
$1.39 per day, as compared to the 
average cost of $4.00 per day in hos- 
pitals equipped for acute cases. 


While infirmary patients have in- 


creased in number, there has been 
a corresponding drop in the ratio of 
aged indigents requiring shelter at 
the Rancho, since state and federal 
agencies have assumed 
increasing 


responsibility for the aged.
